and, on tho other hand, the most favorablo 
circumstances will not ensure average MIC- 
uess to a Meak teacher, or first rate success 
to an ordinary one. 
Vor thc«o reasons, I 


think I am commanding und assisting 
merit in mentioning tho names of the 
teachers of the best schools and shall only- 
do my duty, if I shall hereafter refuse cer- 
tificates to those of tho poorest oneg. 


Of the teachers employed, thirty-three 


wero male and forty-nine female. Tho 
latter clnss have met with as good success 
as the former in securing good deportment, 
as well as "cholnrship on tho part of their 
pupils. This fact is tho more gratifying 
oil account of tho great demands made up- 
on our mala population by the war, and 
the necessity of n more rigid economy from 
unusually largo taxes, and a deranged 
state of the currency. Nine of tho teachers 
were without previous experience in their 
vocation; forty-one had taught from one 
to five terms; sixteen from five to ton; 
thhtoon from ten to twenty; and three 
more than twenty. 


In seventy-nine schools and departments 


there were enrolled two thousand bis hun- 
dred nnd eighty-two pupils, nnd one thou- 
sand seven hundred and ninety-seven of 
these were present on the days of visitation. 
The averngo number enrolled was thirty- 
four, nnd tho average number present 
twenty-three. Eight hundred and thirty-

Wis., were the actors. The occasion was 
tho presentation of n fine American Hun- 
ter Cased Watch and Chain, to our young 
and beloved Captain, Gage Burgess, ou 
his retirement from the service. The Co. 
"fell in" by order of Orderly Sergeant 
Stetson, and tho Captain wns informed that 
the company deiired his presence. 
He 


promptly responded, nnd when he appear- 
ed Orderly Stetson announced tho object 
for which wo had assembled. Sergeant 
Dickinson then advanced, and presented 
tho watch, with tho followingshort address: 


CAPTAIX BirnoEss—Sir:—It is with feel- 


ing? of deep regret, we have learned that 
tho force of circumstances has rendered it 
necessary for you to leave us. Wo feel 
that in your leaving tho service, we lose a 
friend, tried nnd true. In camp, on tho 
march, or by the picket lire, we o\er found 
you the same genial companion and cour- 
teous gentleman, winning tho confidence 
nnd rogard of those whom it has been your 
fortune to command. To you, as tin able 
nud efficient officer, wo ate indebted for 
whatever of military knowledge wo pos- 
sess ; a knowledge which we trust may 
yet enable us to pay, both principal and 
interest, the little debt which we contract- 
ed with the rebels atBrentwood.

•together and jostled about on the rough 
Villows of war for the last eighteen months, 
fairness and honesty have characterized 
nil your dealings with us. When justice 
has compelled you to punish offenders, you 
have yet done it with u sparing hand. 


In behalf of Co. K, J now present you 


with tliH watch, not for its intrinsic value, 
but as u slight testimonial of our afl'ection- 
fito regard. Though you leave us, bo as- 
Burcd, Captain, you carry with yon our 
respect and esteem, and our best wi»hus 
for 3'our future welfare and happiness 


Tho Captain replied in a few feeling re- 


jnarks, in substance as follo\vn: 


ilawiid he was no ."pccch maker: that 


was not hi« forto, nnd now, when ho felt 
so much he could say but little. But 
he thanked tho men sincerely for this un- 
expected compliment. He

eidcrcd it far more flattering to receive 
such u token of esteem on retiring from

entering tho service, as in tho former ease 
it seemed to bo the reward of recognised 
•well doing, while in tho latter tho merit 
is anticipated. Ho said the conduct of his 
company during his connection with it, 
had been very satisfactory, tliut ho had 
experienced very little trouble in foroing 
obedience, and that the cases were rare in 
which he had had occasion to ^inflict pun- 
ishment, hut this very pleasing fact wns to 
tho credit of his men, and not to him. 
It 


•wag not because ho wan n beUcr Captain, 
but because the men were better men. Ho 
deeply regretted tho circumstance? which 
made it his duty to resign. The company 
•was not responsible for any of tho causes 
which impelled him to leavo tho Fcrrice. 
Ho hoped before tho beginning of 1805, 
tho war would bo over and that'wo might 
all meet in the land of square moabj and 
{looped skirts.

A Union meeting was recently hold at 


JltiHtsvillc, Alabama, which wns addressed 


Senator 


from that Stale, and Judge D. C. Hum- 
phreys. Tlio'specch of Clemens wng short 
but very much to tho point, lie said:— 


" Thii o'jjcet of this meeting is tlio res- 


toration of civil government—to bring us 
law' mid order—secure ui peuce. 


"We were huvriud into revolution against 


our earnest protest. This people was fur 
tho Union. . Mii'lison cimiity gave 1800 
majority ngiiiust secession, yet we were 
curried'nwa'v without hiipprt. We hud 
mi arm*. J'luchntiun wn~, in the 1'rcdidon- 
tiol chair. D.iy lias nt lust come, thnnk 
God, and,we can say that wo take shelter 
under tho StiiM and' Stripes. 


AVn pnipose to call upon the Governor ol 


the Sttito to con\enc a Convention, for the 
imrpo«e of rescinding the act of .Secession. 
How far the Governor will pny ichpcct to 
our action, I cannot &ny. To bu t-undiil, 1 
think he will pay it none. In calling upon 
him, we a\oiu tho charge of precipitancy 
and follow tho constitutional method. Af 
lor thut, we havo a right tocall upon our 
inherent rights—to act for ourselves.

have tho right to n'semblu in our capacity 
m citizens and rc-c'tublwh civil govern 
mcnt for ouraelvc.s.

tho dangers to tho liberticn of the people 
Wo therefore invite tho citizens of otlto 
counties in the St.ito to unito with tn i: 
this call upon tho Governor, and ^ugge. 
the first Monday in Juno ni*the time fo 
tho holding of that Convention. 


Mr. Humphreys made an eloquent speed 


in favor of the resolution", in the cours 
of which ho said: 
" I believo tho institution of slavery i 


gone as a permanent thing—overthrown 
uy the action of the Southern States." 


Tho resolutions were unanimously adopl 


cd, when My. Clemens said 
" Before I declare this meeting adjourn 


cd I wish to state a fact in relation to th 
commencement of the war. 


Somo timo after the ordinance of scco= 


sion was passed, I was in Montgomery, an< 
called upon President Davis, who was ii 
the city. Dnvip, Memmtngcr, the Secre 
tary ot War, Gilehrbt, the member froti 
Loundis county, nnd sgvoral others, wer 
present, 
As f entered, tlio convcrsatioi 


ceased. They were evidently discussine 
tho propriety'of firing upon Vovt Sumter 
Two or three of them withdrew to tho cor 
nor of tho room, and I lu-ard Gilchris 
say to tho Secretary of War :

Daring the Irish famine, wheu many 


died of hunger, the poor were often found 
spending their last shilling for tea, tobac- 
co and spirits. It has also been observed 
in New York by those connected with. 
charitable institutions, that when money 
wns paid to the poor, they often laid out 
every cent in tea and cofi'ee, instead of pro- 
curing tho more substantial food, such aa 
meal, flour aud potatoes.
